Washington, May 7. — Rear Admiral 


William T. Sampson 
died yesterday 


afternoon at 5 o'clock. For the pabt 
year his health has been failing, and 
if has been an open secret that it was 
only a matter of time before he would 
succumb. For months his mind has 
been vacant as a child's, the wreck 
having Tieen completed by the turmoil 
following the battle of Santiago.

Mrs. Sampson has broken down un- 


der the strain and was quite ill all 
during the day. 


The remains will be taken to the 


Admiral's old home at Palmyra, N. Y.

dent four days ago while attending to 
the wants of the Admiral, and will not 
ui: able tu attend the luucial. 


William Thomas Sampson was born 


near. Palmyra, N. Y., February 9, 1840, 
on what was known as the MormoA 
Hill Farm, noted as the estate upon 
which Joseph Smith claimed to nave 
excavated the plates that made up the' 
Mormon Bible. His father and mother 
had come to this country four years 
before and settled there, where his 
father was a day" laborer. 


The future Admiral, the eldest of 


eight children, attended the common 
schools and helped his father. He was 
bright and his good record led Con- 
gressman Morgan to nominate him for 
the Naval Academy. Passing the ex- 
amination with credit he entered ?': 
a cadet in 1S57, graduating at the head

They propose to 
provide poor old London with tram- 
ways and tubes which its people are 
too poor or too stupid to construct 
themselves. They acquire half the to- 
bacco trade of these islands to confer 
upon us the benefits of being supplied 
with American goods on American 
principles.

"No wonder John Bull is in a comic

world. While we sink millions on the 
construction of railways through the 
African cacttaent, .which cannot yield 
a return witt.in the life of the present 
generation or perhaps the next, the 
American capitalist discovers a re- 
munerative investment for his millions 
in improving the means of locomotion 
in London. 


"Individual fools have often enough 


dropped the substance to grasp its 
shadow, but never before has a whole 
nation deliberately committed itself to 
this folly.

'•Yet by utilizing to the best advan- 


tage our resources in raw material, 
capital and labor we can hold our own, 
even if we nre forced to see Germany 
and America increase their output 
faster than we can. It is only by the

MAIL CARRIERS' CAR FARE. 


Companies Are Paid a Lump Sum by 


tbe Government. 


"Most people who spend $23 a year 


for car fare consider that they are con- 
tributing liberally toward the dividends 
of the company," remarked a postal 
clerk, "bat Uncle Sain spends,, nearly 
§200,000 a year for the transportation 
of carriers in street cars in the different 
free delivery cities. 


"For instance, including substitutes, 


'here a.re 275 carriers in Washington. 
You may have observed that carriers, 
when riding on the surface roads, do 
not pay fares either with tickets or in 
cash. Tbe free delivery system allots 
the Washington city postotfice an an- 
nual allowance of §4,000 to be used ex- 
clusively for the car fare of letter car- 
riers.. The pdstmaster is authorized to 
make a contract with the'compaiiies'to' 
transport allxrafrfers while on duty for 
a lump sum, which he does. The car- 
rier must have bis pouqh with him, 
which is a sign manual to the conduct- 
or that he is on duty, the mere wear- 
ing of his uniform being insufficient, 


"This rule obtains in some cities, 


while in others special tickets are sold 
at special rates to be used only by car- 
riers, or the cash is banded direct to 
the carrier for a certain number of 
daily trips, depending upon the prac- 
tice. Thus, while Washington receives 
$4.000, Chicago gets $26.000 for letter 
carriers' car fare because of its large 
territorial extent and distance between 
stations on the prairie, oftentimes ne- 
cessitating a double fare by tbe car- 
rier. 
Boston is allowed $13.500 and 


Xew York and Philadelphia about $10,- 
000 each. Few people know that the 
government expends such a large sum 
yearly for such a trivial cause."— 
Washington Post 


A Very Old Rnl*. 


The oldest taathematic book in the 


world is believed to be the "Papyrus 
Ilhind" in the British museum, pro- 
fessed to have been written by Annies, 
a scribe of King Ra-a-us, about the pe- 
riod between 2000 and 1700 B. C. This 
"Papyrus Rbind" was translated by 
Eisenlohr of Leipsic. and it was found 
to contain a rule for making a squai'e 
equal in area to a given circle.

the New York Herald. This car was 
formally exhibited by Mr. Si/urns on 
the terrace of the Crystal palace, Lon- 
don. Mr. Si mint has designed a really 
powerful motor carriage, ti ith a frame 
suited to support the weight of heavy 
armor protection. This frame is rec- 
tangular and constiucted of heavy 
steel channels.' Careful study has been 
given in order to combine in the ma- 
chine the greatest strength tvith the 
minimum of weight. The idea is that 
the car should be substantial enough 
to support if necessary a weight of 
twelve tons, but it is .not anticipated 
that it will often be called upon to car- 
i> luoie than s>i\ tons, 'llie engine 
which supplies the motive power is a 
sixteen horsepower four cylinder hy- 
drocarbon engine of the Daimler type, 
with the Simins-Bosch magneto electric 
ignition and timing gear. The fuel burn- 
ed is petrol, for which tanks are sup 
plied underneath the main frame, capa- 
ble of giving the car a run of 200 miles. 
The speed gear is on the Connstatt 
principle, -with four- definite speeds- 
i. e., one and a half, three five and 
lane miles per hour. 
But on an 


emergency, by means of the acceler 
ator, these speeds can be increased 25 
per cent. The steering gear is of the 
Ackermann type, controlled by a hand 
wheel. The diameter of the driving 
wheels is 4 feet aud the width of the 
tire for road work G inches. The di 
arneter of -the steering wheel is 3 feet, 
with a tire of 3% inches. Thus it will 
be seen that for road work or traction 
Mr. Simms has designed a car of use- 
ful power. To make it a serviceable 
war machine he has developed it in an 
outer screen of Vickers steel armor. The 
armor itself is of crinoline shape and is 
provided with a rain at each end. The 
extreme length of the armor, which is 
eighteen inches off the ground, from 
point to point of the rams is twenty- 
eight feet. The extreme beam is eight 
feet and the height ten feet. The car, 
therefore, presents the appearance of 
the stripped bu41 of- a- man-of-war in 
miniature. It is equipped with two 
pompoms and two Maxims on ship's 
mountings. It can carry 10,000 rounds 
of small arm ammunition, and the car 
has also, at a pinch, carrying capacity 
for twenty men.

than that of any other country in the 
world. Order and peace are absolutely 
assiired. There are many conservative 
Cubans of wealth who will do all they 
can to make the Cuban government a 
progressne and successful one. The 
president and vice president are espe- 
cially men of the higaest nonoi and a 
guaranty of the fact that their go\em^ 
ment will be a stable one and that the 
intervention of the United States •nil! 
never again be necessaiy. There is no 
question that the present coidtai rela- 
tions existing between the island ana 
the United States wiil be maintained 
for a long time to come. Capital is 
pouring into tLe island from ah parts 
of the woild. all countues thereby 
showing their confidence in the ability 
of Cuba to protect peisons and proper 
ty and maintain peace and order 1 or 
many_ centuries the island may b<? said 
to have been tin uncut diamond, the 
oeauties add value of which are now 
being seen for the first time. Her 
wealth is incomparable, especially in 
the interior, and the new Centra! rail- 
road being built will throw this practi 
cally virgin land open. Up to the pres- 
ent the coast lands only have been of 
value on account of the lack of trans- 
poitation facilities, but this railioad 
will make tbe lands of the interior 
v\ hich are mostly sugar, fruit and pas- 
ture lands, as valuable if not more so 
tLan the coast lands. Sugar cane on 
some of these lands is just as good 
thirty or fifty crops after the original 
sowing as two crops after. 


"If Cuba receives oniy a 20 per cent 


reduction in the United States' tariff 
on sugar, the economic problen: of Cu- 
ba will be as far from being solved as 
e\er. although it must be conceded that 
even this reduction will be a great re- 
lief to the countrv, for which the. Cu- 
bans will be grateful. If the United 
States does not soon make some taftti 
concessions in order that they may be 
taken advantage of 'for the present 
crop, the ruin of the country is not far 
off. Cuban planters have had to stand. 
first, the emancipation of the slaves, 
then the wars with Spain, the lack of 
labor, the change in the procedure and 
machinery for the manufacture of sug- 
ar, and, finally, the general fall in 
pi ices. All this has placed the Cuban 
sugar planters in a precarious position, 
and if the American market in addition 
°s to be closed to them—the natural and 
oniy market for Cuban sugar—by the 
present prohibitive tariff, tbe industry 
as far as that island is concerned will 
be killed. Nevertheless a person going 
to Cuba now for the purpose of engag- 
ing in the sugar business, with new 
capital, no incumbrances on his proper- 
ty, new machinery, no obsolete machin- 
ery on his hands representing so much 
lost capital, will do very well, as in no 
country in the world is sugar cane as 
sood and can sugar be manufactured 
as cheaply. 


"Tbe opening of the market of the 


United States to Cuban sugar will be 
of very great advantage to all the in- 
dustries of the United States, because 
if the Cuban people were rich all their 
money would be spent in the United 
States, and no other country could com- 
pete with her not only on account of 
her proximity to the island, but also by 
reason of the reduced duties on her 
goods if reciprocity with Cuba becomes 
a fact. 


"The foregoing remarks apply also to 


tobacco. Although tbe consumption of 
Vuelta Abajo tobacco, than which there 
is no better in the world, will not be 
affected by any tariff, no matter how 
high the duties are, because no other 
tobacco will be accepted in its stead by 
connoisseurs, such is not the case with 
the cheaper grades of tobacco, which 
constitute tbe greater part of the is- 
land's production. 


"The delivery of the island's govern- 


ment to the Cuban people will not be 
felt in any manner, and this is also the

Name the Insect! 


The denizens of the insect world have a harder time of it each suc-

es just across the narrow street, and 
a lumber yard on the east. A second 
alarm was sent in from box 5", to 
which East Newark responded, and 
again the bell sounded two taps, call- 
ing the West Newark chemical engine 
to the scene. In a short time every 
available piece of fire apparatus in 
Newark was in use and the firemen 
worked heroically under great difficul- 
ties. 


Just here it may be said that while 


the equipment or the fire department 
is up to date, the number of men is 
inadequate to cope with a fire of any 
great proportions. In the Central de 
partment there are six regular men, 
and two at a time go to meals. Thus 
for nine hours every day there are but 
four men to answer fire calls. There 
are two drivers, one man to stay at 
the plug, and one man to handle the 
line of hose. Tnis necesitates the im- 
pressment of volunteers, and in most 
cases these "green" men are more of 
an impediment ihan an aid to efficient 
work.

creased, which was demonstrated at 
the fire Tuesday night.

Cnrloua Stone Implements of Oar 


Aborigine* Puzzle Scientists. 


Among thousands of curious objects 


of utility, weapons, etc., of the races 
that peopled North America in prebis 
toric times that one sees in the cases 
aad cabinets in the Smithsonian insti- 
tution are some five or more curiously 
wrought stone objects from mounds in 
Tennessee bearing such a clobe re 
semblance to modern flatirons that 
many people''have, thought that such 
might have been their use among their 
prehistoric makers,\although it would 
be hard to imagine what the pnmitive 
aborigines of this continent had to 
iron. 


The shape and appearance 6f these 


objects in every way correspond with 
a modern flatiron, handle and all, and 
thus far scientific men have been un 
able to discovpr what they were used 
for. It is, however, just a little singu 
lar that wrought stones, similar to tin- 
ones from the Tennessee mounds, have 
been found in Peiu among the tombs of 
the Incas and at the necropolis of An 
con. 
The old Spanish wnteis,. men 


who accompanied Pizzaro in the con 
quest of that country, slate that tin- 
ancient Peruvians, who were great 
builders, used these -wrought stones, or 
so called'flatirons, as trowels in plas 
tering walls with mortar. 


The objects found in one of the Ten- 


nessee mounds are the only ones that 
were ever found in the United States. 
and the only way to account for their 
presence in that locality is to suppose 
that in pre-Columbian times a great 
deal of Peruvian material reached 
countries far to the north of the isth- 
mus by means of intertribal trade.— 
Washington Post.

Soon after Loris Melikoff's appoint- 


ment to this lofty position he was shot 
it by a revolutionist named Molodetz- 
ty. The nihilist missed his aim, but the 
attempt added to the sense of inse- 
curity which was growing on the czar 
and quickened his desire to see his peo- 
ple "pacified," as Melikoff was fond of 
putting it The latter then drew up his 
famous constitution. It called for the 
convocation of a general commission to 
examine into the general state of af- 
fairs and consider questions of reform. 
The project was framed in tbe most 
guarded terms, and great care was 
taken to.keep out of it ans'thing which 
might contain anything like, a direct 
suggestion regarding the granting of a 
constitution. Moreover, the plan rec- 
ommended left all at the mercy of the 
throne, the representatives to be elect- 
ed being regarded as loyal subjects 
commanded to express an opinion rath- 
er than deputies or representatives of 
the people in the western sense of the 
terra. In addition,, tbe elections wore 
-hedged about by all sorts of provisions 
and were to be so conducted as to leave 
everything in the hands of tbe crown. 
There was not the slightest bint at real 
representation or at anything ifke an 
honest, though rather limited, constitu- 
tion. 


Still, it is quite possible that T.oris 


Melikoff meant well and that he chose 
this "undersized constitution" of his ns 
tbe* bes,t sort of entering wedge. At all 
pvonts. there is some reason to believe 
that if the party of tbe "Will of the 
People" (tbe underground organization 
which was responsible for all the polit- 
ical assassinations and attempts of Ilie 
period) had been aware of tlie CKist- 
eD<e of such a project the life of Alex- 
ander II. would ha^e been spared. In- 
deed, they had declared repeatedly in 
tlifir pronunciamentos ns well as in 
the speeches of their leaders at the bis 
po'.itica! trials that they -neie plertsaul 
to abandon the "terror" tbe moment 
'the czar granted tlie country free 
speech. Although the project of Loris 
Melikoff did not contain the remotest 
allUJ-Kn to any reform in that direction.

Pobiedonostzeff is still the great pow- 


er behind the throne, but conditions 
have changed so that he is powerless 
to keep the present czar from granting 
some reforms.

"a mere handful of evildoers." as tbe 
Terrorists of the seventies and eighties-- 
were usually referred to in official pur- 
lance, the government is confronted 
with a situation that has justly been 
described as the muttering of a general 
uprising of the people. Not a day goes: 
on but one hears of some big strike. 
These strikes, however, are not of a 
purely economic character. The strik 
ers are so many revolutionists, and the 
college men who participate in the uni- 
versity riots are their comrades. In 


I other words, the university iiots and) 


the factory strikes are manifestations! 
of the same spirit of political disc^n 
tent which is said to worry Nicholas 
II. even more than the assassinations 
by the Terrorists did his grandfather. 


Should the czar declare his intentior 


to iutioduce popular institutions, an 
"undersized" constitution like the onf 
framed by Loris Melikoff will scarceh 
mend matters. The people have learn 
ed a good deal in tbe course of tbe past 
t\\ enty years. They know whut is go 
ing on in England and the United 
States, and nothing short of substantial 
political concessions is likely to appease 
them.

man,

TESTS FOR AUTOMOBILES. 


Machines nt Speed Show How Quick- 


ly They Cnn Stop. 


A series of interesting tests in show- 


ing the rapidity with which an auto- 
mobile could be stopped were given 
the other day at Riverside drive and 
One Hundred and Ninth street, in New 
York. The event was held under the 
auspices of the Automobile Club of 
America, and besides the automobiles 
tests of quick stopping were made with 
horse drawn vehicles, says the New 
York Times. Most prominent of tbe 
latter was Harry Payne Whitney's four- 
in-hand coach, which, driven at the 
rate of 10.3 miles an hour, was stopped 
in 77 feet G inches. A victoria going at 
13.8 miles an hour was stopped in Cl 
feet. 


One of the best stops of automobiles 


was made by Wallace Owen's gasoline 
carriage, which, in the twenty mile test, 
stopped in half an inch under 35 feet, 
turning completely around as it did so. 
A French gasoline vehicle, going at 1S.9 
miles, was stopped in 34 feet G inches, 
and another gasoline vehicle catn.e to a 
full stop in 29 feet and 2 inches, going 
at the same speed as the French cnr- 
rlnge. A steam carriage, going at seven 
miles an hour, was stopped in 5 feet 9 
inches.
